I, G,: Gs Hescing Shows 
Strong Trend for 
Bus Regulation 


ANSAS CITY, Sept. 27. 
—Federal regulation of 
motor bus and truck lines was 
advocated in the bulk of the 
testimony offered here dur- 
ing the hearing before Leo J. 
Flynn, interstate commerce 


commission examiner. 


A survey presented in the early 
stages of the hearing showed a 
steady decline in the number of 
passengers carried by railroads in 
Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa and Texas during the last 





five years. This was attributed 
by J. G. Drew of St. Louis, vice- 
president of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, to increasing use of de- 
livery trucks by wholesale and re- 
tail merchants, delivery between 
towns by draymen and delivery of 
freight by regularly established 
motor truck lines, 

Representatives of fifteen rail- 
roads testified on the first day. 
The only motor bus representative 
testifying at the first session was 
George E. Doying of Springfield, 
Ill., motor bus counselor represent- 
ing the Purple Swan Safety Coach 
Lines, which operate in Missouri, 
Illinois and Indiana. 

“T am in favor of Federal 
regulation of interstate motor 
bus transportation either by the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion or by some other Federal 
agency,’ Mr. Doying said, “The 
operation of motor buses has 
reached a stage where regulation 
is necessary. I believe it would 
tend to regulate the industry.” 

In a statement to the Automo- 
tive ‘Daily News’ correspondent 
Frederick M. Dolan, Washington 

attorney representing the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
at the hearing, said: 

“Popular opinion wherever hear- 
ings have been held seems to favor 
regulation of passenger buses, bul 
it is opposed to regulation of com- 
mercial motor truck transporta- 
tion.’

New Test for Fuels 
Being Developed 


Special from A, D. N, Washington Bureau 

Washington, Sept. 27.—A new 
test of automobile fuels is being 
developed by the United States 
Bureau of Standards, 





which is 

expected to be of material assist- 

ance to motor car engineers in 
providing information as to the 
temperatures and mixture ra- 
tios necessary for the efficient 
utilization of a given gasoline. 

At present one of the chief speci- 
fications for gasoline based on 
what are known as the Engler dis- 
tillation tests, in which, under speci- 
fied condiitons of heating, 
temperatures at which definite per- 
centages of fuel are evaporated are 
noted. 

As a “thumbprint” 
the Engler distillation 
as highly satisfactory in that it fur- 
|nishes an excellent means of identi- 
fying the fuel. It also furnishes a 
basis for estimating the relative 
vaporization characteristics of fuels. 

“Thumbprints and knowledge 
that one man taller 
than another the 
report states, by means 
sufficient information for the tailor 
who must provide the with 
a suit that will fit. 

“Similarly, the accurate means for 
identifying a fuel and knowledge 
that it is more or less volatile than 
another fuel are scarcely adequate 
data for the engineer who 
‘fit’ the motor car fuel with a suit- 
able carburetor and manifold.”

HIGH GAS TAX 
NOT-BURDENSOME 


Such Is View of Ore- 
gon Official Who 
Tells Why 


Portland, Ore., Sept. 27.—A tax 
of three or four cents per gallon 
is not burdensdme, especially if 
the tax is used for highway con- 
struction and maintenance, states 
Sam A. Kozer, secretary of the 
state of Oregon, in a paper on the 
“History and Significance of the 
Gasoline Tax’’ prepared by him 
and read before the group confer- 
ence in Salt Lake City recently 
of officials administering the mo- 
tor vehicle fuel tax laws of the 
various states, 


“The gasoline tax rates should bé 


as nearly as possible uniform 
throughout the country,’ he de« 
clared, ‘“‘so that the consumers in 


one state would not be at a disad- 
vantage in comparison with those 
of an adjoining state in any finane 
cial benefits resulting from legitie 
mate business competition,’ said 
Mr. Kozer. ‘‘Each state should ree 
ceive the tax from the sales for 
consumption within its boundaries, 

“Oregon has had a gasoline tax 
since 1919, when a one-cent charge 
was adopted for gasoline and % 
cent for distillate. The rate subse- 
quently, in 1921, was raised to 2% 


cents on distillate and 3 cents on 
gasoline. The tax is paid by the 
dealer under a carefully devised 
system of accounting, which ine 
cludes refunding of the impost paid 
on all fuel not actually used for 
operating motor vehicles. Motof 


vehicle fuel sales for export to somé 
other state or nation are specifi» 
cally exempted from the tax. N@ 
other exemptions are provided exe 
cept that kerosene not classed 
as a motor vehicle fuel.” 

Inthe paper, Mr.. Kozer ate 
tempted to show that the “Oregoff 
law-makers wisely intended that 
the responsibility for the paymen 
of the tax should rest entirely wit 
the large dealer,’ and this is dea 
clered to be a fundamental admine 
istration. The fact that practically 
all the states except Pennsylvania 
have followed this plan is consid« 
ered by Secretary Kozer to be elo-

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Registrations in 1926 


FFICIAL government figures on automotive vehicle 
registrations for the first half of 1926 have just been 
announced and disclose a number of interesting things. The 
gain over the first six months of 1925 amounted 1,927,141, 
which amounts to an increase of 10.8 per cent. The total 
registration up to June 30, last, was 19,697,832 motor 
vehicles. 

If the rate of increase indicated here is maintained dur- 
ing the last half of the year, it means that we shall have in 
excess of 21,000,000 motor vehicles in operation on January 
1, 1927. Of this total, nearly 20,000,000 will be passenger 
cars. The latest available figures show that there are 24,- 
000,000 families in the United States and on January 1, next, 
only 4,000,000 of these will be unprovided with their own 
private transportation systems. Never before in the world’s 
history has there been a transportation situation in any 
country even remotely approaching this. With such economic 
mobility, this nation should be on the threshold of the great- 
est period of prosperity it has ever seen. 

It is interesting to note the states which showed the 
greatest gain in motor registrations during the six month 
period under review. Florida comes first, having registered 
a gain of 76.2 per cent. over its mark in the similar period 
of 1925. Michigan is second, with 24.3 per cent.; Mississippi 
is third, with 24.0. Arkansas showed a 19 per cent. gain 
and Oklahoma slipped into fifth place, with a 16.7 increase. 

Just how big this motor vehicle thing has grown iS 
strikingly shown by the gross receipts from registration fees, 
licenses, permits, etc., which amounted to $257,779,149. The 
greater part of this money is to be spent on roads, either in 
actual building or in payment of interest on bond issues. 
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To Relieve Bus Congestion ! 

EW YORK CITY, which has one of the hardest traffic | 

problems of any city in the world, owing to its situa-| 
tion between two rivers, is now wrestling with the question 
of bus congestion. There are 500 or 600 huge motor buses 
daily using the streets in the Times Square district of the 
metropolis. These great vehicles help to block traffic, which 
is already congested to a serious degree. 

It has been suggested recently that a terminal for in- 
terurban motor buses be established in this district, some- 
where out of the main arteries of traffic. This would keep 
the buses from parking in the streets, would make it un- 
necessary for them to stop to take on passengers and prob- 
ably would relieve some of the trouble. A number of im- 
portant civic bodies are behind the movement to establish 
the terminal. Rest. 

When the vehicular tunnels are opened very shortly, 
more bus lines may be expected to- begin operations and 
congestion will be further increased. The move for a bus 
terminal sems to be a wise bit of foresight. 


A Disastrous Flight 


N SPITE of all that foresight and skill could do to assure 
success, the transatlantic flight by Capt. Rene Fonck 
ended in disaster. The flight was scarcely started before it 
ended in a crash which wrecked the giant biplane. When! 
the wrecked plane caught fire, two of the crew were trapped | 
and perished, brave martyrs to the advancement of aero-! 
nautic science. 

While tremendous strides in perfecting the air- 
plane have been made, the carrier of the air is not 
immune to the hazards of traffic. We must re- 
member, however, that railway trains and motor 
vehicles, too, are subject to accident. Time and ex- 
perience will make the airplane as nearly safe as 
any vehicle into the operation of which the human 
factor enters. In the meantime, we must, from 
time to time, pay the price for the conquest of the
